Closed bridge open again 


For the first time in a few years itis 
possible to drive over the old railroad 
bridge at Shawsheen Avenue. The 
bridge has been closed ever since the 
new Fred Cain bridge was opened to 
traffic, near Rocco's. 

Nobody has gone crazy and the road 
doesn’t go far. The opening is there 
for a purpose, and one purpose only. 
The fence has been taken down at 
Main Street so the Gronemeyer fami- 
ly, William and Ruth, can drive home. 

There is a ditch, right across 
Shawsheen Avenue, just beyond the 
Gronemeyer home, and the only way 
that couple can reach their place is to 
go over the bridge. The ditch is there 
for the installation of the sewer line. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gronemeyer live in 
the old Middlesex Canal House, a 
place that dates back to about 1802. It 


was a half-way house for the old canal “ 


boats, which carried cargo and 
passengers between Charlestown and 
Lowell, 150 to 175 years ago. In front 
of the house were the Gillis Locks, 
and canal barges often tied up there, 
for the night. 

‘The ditch, and the use of the bridge, 
by the Gronemeyers, are only a part 
of the inconvenience that family is un- 
dergoing because of the sewer. 

Another part of the inconvenience, 
for that family, involves the mud, Im- 
ported mud. It smells. The 


Gronemeyer family has had to put up 
with it. 

There is a'chance that the mud is 
some that is being dredged out of the 
Mystic River) A few years ago there 
was a lot of it being trucked around, 
and Wilmington's Building Inspector 
stopped some of that mud from being 
dumped in a few places where fill was 
wanted, in Wilmington. The 
neighbors objected to the odor. 

In other municipalities the same 
thing happened 

Then the Cemetery Commissioners 
of Wildwood Cemetery decided they 
wanted to fill a low place, off 
Wildwood Street. There were no near- 
by homes, and happily they accepted 
lots and lots of that mud. There was 
no living person who could object to 
the odor, and the commissioners were 
able to add about two acres to the 
cemetery 

The mud at the Gronemeyer place 
may not be the same mud, but there is 
some of it being trucked around, into* 
nearby towns. Woburn's Building 
Inspector, just last week, ordered a 
Cease and Desist to a firm which was 
dumping mud into a place in that city - 
and the mud was identified as coming 
from the Mystic River. 


Gronemeyer has said that he in--~ 


tends to see that the proper fill is used 
on his property. 


Cook Hill 
bill signed 


Wilmington is now empowered to 
put in wells on Cook Hill, under the 
betterment plan. Governor Dukakis 
signed House Bill 6712 Monday. 

The bill was submitted by 
Representative Miceli, after a vote by 
the town meeting to install wells 
Cook Hill, which is located near th 
Woburn line. t 

The bill allows the town to go onto 
private property for the purpose of ' 
putting in wells to supply water to the 
families who live on Cook Hill. Cook 
Hill, of course, is the ancient volcano 
in which the water department does 
not want to install water mains. 


Open House

The construction of sidewalks on 
Glen Road has brought out a few 
problems. One of them is the in- 
tersection of Glen Road and 
Middlesex Avenue. 

The redesigning of the intersection. 
much thought was given to what to do 
with the Rogers Memorial. It was 
proposed to move the memorial to a 
point some one hundred yards to the 
north, in front of the old cemetery 

But the stone is not going anywhere. 
Last Monday night, the Wilmington 
Board of Selectmen voted to leave the 
intersection exactly as it is 

Opinions had been solicited from 
various concerned parties, including 
the relatives of the late Harold R. 
Rogers, a soldier killed in World War 
I. Others came from the American 
Legion and from neighbors of the 
monument. 

Selectman Dan Gillis was the most 
outspoken on the subject. He wanted 
no change in the intersection. He 
cited the changes made in the 
Boutwell Street intersection at Route 
62. * 

“We opened up Boutwell Street to 
make it safer.’’ he said, and then 
troceded to ligt several recent serious 


saccidents on that street, including a 


fatality 

Gillis was critical of the philosophy 
of the engineering department, which 
he said was to remove everything of 
beauty -for the ‘‘God-almighty 
automobile.” 

Gillis then moved to leave the in- 
tersection as it is. 

Dave Gagnon then spoke. One of 
the proposals would have removed a 
tree and some bushes from his side 
yard. The Gagnon family lives in the 
old Blanchard home on the corner. 

Gagnon pointed out that even if a 
sidewalk were constructed on his side 
of the street, that youngsters would 
continue to take the shortest possible 
crossing. In doing so, they cut across 
the opposite side of the corner 

The selectmen then voted Gillis’ 
motion. The intersection will not 
change. The new, sidewalk will end 
short of the end of the street.

Proposed MBTA legislation 
will save Wilmington $226,675 


House Bill 6494, now being con- 
sidered by the Massachusetts 
legislature, will reduce costs for the 
Town of Wilmington, according to 
Rep. James Miceli. The money will be 
saved in the operation costs of the 
MBTA, as billed to Wilmington. Those 
bills appear annually, in the so-called 
Cherry Sheet. 

Rep. Miceli has spend some time on 
the bill in the past two weeks. He has 
attended all the hearings and has 
taken part in some of the debates. A 
few days ago he discussed the formula 
with Fred Salvucci, secretary of 


Transportaion. He was told that Mr. 
Salvucci will recommend that the 


governor sign the bill, as it now 
stands. ‘ 

Miceli reports that the bill is devid- 
ed into three parts. Part one concerns 
finances and assessment formulae, 
and is the part in which he is most in- 
terested. 

Part two concerns the structure of 
the MBTA under the Advisory Board, 
and Part three is Regulations of Ser- 
vice. 

Under Part One, Miceli says, the 
assessments for Wilmington, which 
are now $226,675.36 will be reduced ;to 
$21,076.96. 

That, Miceli points out, will be a 
savings for Wilmington of $226,675.36 


Rogers monument 

The monument is quite unique for a 
monument in Wilmington. It was cut 
from granite quarried in Wilmington 

About 1885 some stock promotors 
bought land in Wilmington and propos- 
ed to have a granite quarry. They 
started one, off Taft Road. They cut 
out an ox-cart path, parallel to Swain 
Road to Burlington Avenue. They 
hauled the granite down to the 
railroad station, which was at that 
time easterly of what is now the 
Burlington Avenue bridge. They 
dumped their granite on the ground, 
where Diamond Crystal is today, and 
it lay there for years 

‘There was a special town meeting, 
to give the speculators the right to 
build a railroad across Boutwell 
Street, and down to the railroad sta- 
tion. Everybody went to that meeting. 
They voted in favor, The vote was un-

home 

As a result of all this the stock 
speculators went to*Boston and 
elsewhere and sold stock, They then 
disappeared, leaving thé granite on 
the site where it had been dumped. 

That land later became the property 
of the family of Mrs. George Webber, 
now a retired school teacher. She 
donated a piece of the rock to the 
Wilmington Post of the American 
Legion, when the Post proposed a 
monument to Rogers. It is that piece 
of granite which stands at the end of 
Glen Road. 

The quarry off Taft Road has since 
been filled in. There is a smaller one, 
near Burlington Avenue opposite, ap- 
proximately, Swain Road. That hole is 
the monument to a special town 
meeting, and a couple of men who had 
their own private swindle.
